Orange county’s harbor is to be a 
public harbor. The possibility of it 
ever falling into the control of any 
corporation 
or 
any com bination 
of 
corporations has been completely re­ 
moved, for the men who have been 
putting years of thought and energy 
into plans for the development of the 
harbor have had the foresight and 
the opportunity to make certain that 
Newport harbor shall be developed 
as a harbor for the people. Sufficient 
frontages 
have 
been secured 
with 
deeds in such shape that control can 
never pass to any individual or cor­ 
poration. Further, with the signing of 
tidelands bills Saturday by Governor 
Stephens, the city of Newport Beach 
secures from the state title to all 
state tidelands inside the city limits 
of Newport Beach, and .Orange county 
secures title to all state tidelands of 
Newport Bay lying outside of the city 
of Newport Beach. 
W ith permanent control of the har­ 
bor thus arranged for, no voter, by 
reason of any fear that the harbor 
might ever fall into the hands of the 
railroads, need hesitate in casting his 
vote for the bonds on June IO. 
The 
harbor will continue forever as a pub­ 
lic harbor. 
Not only will the public ownership 
of harbor facilities prevent railroad 
corporations 
from making 
dockage 
regulations that will prevent the bei-t 
use of the harbor, but it will allow 
the 
county through 
its 
control of 
frontage to encourage, direct and con- j 
trol, the development o. industries in , 
a way that would not otherwise be ; 
possible.
